Definitions. In these Conditions Glendining & 
Co., who act only as auctioneers and agents for the 
vendor, are called “the Auctioneers”, and the 
representative of Glendining & Co. conducting the 
auction is called ““The Auctioneer” 


General. Whilst Glendining & Co. make every 
effort to ensure the accuracy ‘of their catalogue and 
the description of any lot: 

(a) Each lot as set out in the catalogue or as 
divided or combined with any other lot or lots is 
sold by the vendor with all faults, imperfections 
and errors of descriptions. 

(b) Glendining & Co. do not accept responsibility 
for the authenticity, attribution, genuineness, 
origin, authorship, date, age, period, condition 
or quality of any lot, unless they have been 
instructed in writing by the vendor so to certify, 
and in such case the Auctioneers do so as 
agents of the vendor and are not themselves 
responsible for such claims. 

All statements, whether printed in the cata- 

logue or made orally, as to any of the matters 

set out in (b) above are statements of opinion 
only and are not to be taken as being or imply- 
ing any warranties or representations of fact by 

Glendining & Co., unless they have been

(a) No purchase shall be claimed or removed until 
it has been paid for and the sale has been 
concluded. All purchases shall be paid for and 
removed at the buyer’s risk and expense by the 
end of the second working day after the sale, 
failing which the Auctioneer shall not be re- 
sponsible if the same are lost, stolen, damaged 
or destroyed, and all lots not so removed shall 
remain at the risk of the buyer and subject to a 
minimum warehousing charge of 25p per lot 
per day.

THE ‘‘BEAUVAIS”? HOARD 
OF ANGLO-NORMAN PENNIES 


When cataloguing this hoard there has not been time to research the coins (often 
poorly struck) as much as one would wish, especially by checking the commoner 
and/or less legible pieces against the coins in the British Museum trays, and the 
Lincoln and Prestwich Hoards (Coin Hoards I, pp. 90-92). In this regard, Dr. Eric 
Harris’ ‘“The Moneyers of the Norman Kings” published through Seaby’s Coin and 
Medal Bulletin since 1983 (by mint alphabetically, but only up to Thetford, so far), 
is an extremely useful source of information. Legends in brackets cannot be read on 
the coin, and when given are only by die identity. 

Two further parcels from this hoard, one of 20 coins (usually either rare, or in 
good condition, or both), and the other of 16 coins, have been seen by the 
cataloguer, as follows:
